Jdvice to Professors of Religion. 


Severe, indeed, is the trial which the 
ivion you profess has lately had to un- 
fe "gM Measures which seemed to threat- 
eu the very existence of the church of 
Christ upon earth, have been concerted 
with great address, and much zeal has 
eeu employer in the desperate under- 
sing-—'Lo very good purpose, however, 
tiere is reason ‘to believe——to the ad- 
viucement of the cause they were titend- 
destroy. ‘Thus have * the ,Wwise 
heen taken in their own craftioess,” and 
tie wrath of man been made to praise 
God. 

But have we not reason to fear that 
the great work in which we are engaged 
will I be very much impeded by our own 
divisions and une iiiaté un disput tes ? So 
itappearstome. And [should esteem 
ivan inportant service to vital piety, 
could d sugeest any thing in this address, 
calenlated to induce the ditterent 
gious denominations to cherish towards 
one another, with atteution. 
hat charity which hopeth atl things, and 
endureth all things. 

Butare we not to contend most ear- 
a? for the faith once delivered to the 
s > Slost undonbtedly weare. The ‘re 
is, however.a previous duty which ought 
no Means to be newlected—that of as- 
cerfuning what this faithis. And this 
wil require a very impartial as well as 
(i ivent examination of the holy scrip- 
tures, the only infallible standard cf re- 
livious truth. 

That all the fundamental! doctrines of 
he gospel are as plainly revealed in the 

criptures, as we could reasonably de- 
ire, will be readily admitted. But to 
gospel truth in its purity and splendor 
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strong native opposition. To deny this 
woul: 1 be to deny a fundamental article 
of the Christian faith—that we are by na- 
ture in astate of deep apostacy from 
God. 

Now should any mah oppose these hum- 
bling doctrines ; justification through the 
righteousness of Christ ; the necessity of 
regeneration ; the necessity of supernat- 
ural agency to accomplis sh this great 
work in the heart of a sinner; or the ne- 
cessiry of holiness, holiness both of heart 
and life in order to salvation ; we must 
by no ineans bid him God speed. ‘Phese 
doctrines must be maintained avainst ev. 
ery assailant. This however may, in my 
opinion, for the most part be ace omplish- 
ed to the greatest advantage, not by en- 
tering the lists of controversy with an 
one; but by preaching pl: ainly and faith- 
fully the pire unsophisticated rospel of 
Christ, as it is exhibited to us in the ho- 
ly scriptures. 

And here [must take the liberty to 
observe that there isa great difference 
between a fundamental error and an er- 
rorin fundamentals. A building that is 
chietly founded upon a rock may stand 
firm and uninoved, even though a part of 
it should have no better support than the 
unstable sand. 

To ascertain in every instance wheth- 
era doctrine is ty be classed with the es- 
sentials, or the non-essentials of the 
Chistian faith might, it will readily be 
acknowledged. be a difficult task : Nor 
is this by any neans necessary. ‘The 
distinction, howey er, between these very 
different classes of divine truths appears, 
for the most part, to be as obvious as itis 
important. And it is a distinction of 
which a preacher of the gospel ought nev- 
er to lose sight. For, other circumstan- 
ces being the same, the zeal employed 
by him in establishing a controverted re 











ligious sentiment, should always be mn 
perfect c urrespondence wifh its Tada 
ance in the Chrstan seheme. ‘Thos. 
however, does net appear Lo be uniform 
ly the case. 

That there eught to be an evident dis- 
troction between the church and the 
world tsa sentiment very plasinal ¥ Cis 
pressed, amd repeatedly inculcated in 
the word of God. And this requires 20- 
vernment. But what form of churel 
government has a right to be considered 
de jure divine, or of divine authority, isa 
muca contested point. 
this address does not require me to ex- 
press my owt sentgments npou the imter- 
esfing sul): ‘cf. Linust, however, take 
the liber ty fo observe, that the obscurity 
which rests upon it ought to be consider- 
edas complete proot that no particular 
jor cin he of VSS! ntial LMnportuics ihe thie 
church of Christ. 

And similar obsecvations will. if E mis- 
take not. apply to the 
religious worship which have obtained in 
our most respectable churches. Whether 
we prav by a form, or without a form, 
the devotion of the heart will alwavs 
meet the aivine approbation : but where 
this is wanting ne forms can be of any 
avail, dna word. am entirely convin- 
ceil, that the thine 
(wthas been emploved in vindicating 
some favorite form of religious worship 
or chaureh government, had been appro- 
priated to the more rmaportal if purpose 
of obtaining and promoting the spirit of 
genuine de ‘votion, it would have |

better both for the church and the world. 

L am also disposed to think that too 
much pains have been taken, both in op- 
posing and defending the right of belrev- 
ing parents to dedicate thete infant off- 
spring to God in the ordinance of bap- 
tism. ‘This subject does, indeed. seem 
to involve a deeper tuteres¢ than either 
the form of church government or the 
modes of religious worship. ut still at 
18, ¢ C confessedly 2a dispute anout one of ihe 
circumstantials of relivion. It ean with 
no propriety be considered as affecting 
any of the esseutial articles of the Chris- 
tian faith. 

And shall the peace of the church of 
Christ be disturbed on account of such 
articles! Letit not be. Have you, my 
brethren ia the gospel Ministery, atten-

If is not every asia 
ant that can have a just claim to suciiat- 
tention.

We must. however. beware that wh :

ud New Jersey, as recorded in their 

nutes for A.D. 1815; prior engage- 
ments, however, have occasioned an un- 
exnected delay of its appearance, never- 
hevess, We presume it will even now, be 
eived by the readers of the Rel ‘ligious 

Kemembrancer, with cordiality, and 
moreover be a mean of affording no small 
degree of satisfaction te many whose fer- 
vent prayers daily ascend to the throne 
ot Go } for the prosperity of Zion and the 
exteusion of the Redeemer’s kingdom. 

THE NARRATIVE. 

he committee appointed to form a 
connected narrative of the information 
received on the state of religion, by ‘ourht 
in their report, which being read and a- 
mended. was adopted and is as follows, 
Viz. 


Che Synod, in listening to the infor- 
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mation, given by their 
state of religion within their bounds. are 
led to adore that holy severeigoty that 
dispenses its favors to whom and where-

soever it will. At one time they behold 
portions of the vine yard of the Lord re- 
treshed by the dews. oft heave ‘oly evrace, or 
watered with more CoOpleus i se ot 
the reign of righteousness ; while others 
are either parched | o¥ spiritual drought, 
or are chilled by the cold blasts ef a loug 
and dreary winter.—At another time. 
they are called upon to rejoice, that the 
rain of the Spirit, and the sunshine of 
mercy, have moistened and cheered these 
same ‘dreary resions 3 whilst those, once 
so highly favored, are leit to languish mw 
formality and todifference. Again, thes 
are pained to perceive, that other om 
tions of the vineyard remain, year after 
year, apparently without dew or sumne 
shine. But im the andst of these vaned 
dispensations ot his lolly Prov weence. the 
Synod ave fully convinced, trom the in- 
formation which they have received, at 
their pres sent session, that on the whe ie, 
the cause of truth and righteousne 33 18 
making accellerated progress through 
their bouuds. 
in the Presbytery of Tong Island, 
though the triumphs of the crosshave not 
been so splendiut the year past, as in 
some former years, yet the Lord has not 
lefi himself without witness. in that he 
hath here sles done good to Zion. Par- 
tial revivals have taicen place itt South- 
hold. Rast, and Westhampton and Shel- 
ter tslane ne hearts (iod’s people 
have ng refreshed, ang a hu noer ai 
precious souls have been suatched from 
the jaws of the devouring lion, by the 
power of the divine eS pyat it. In ti e con 
gregation ol Auquebogue, at the time 0% 
declension and diseoura reineut, when

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thie people of God were almost ready te 
hanz their harps upon the willows, unex- 
pected liv the Si; nreit of God was poured 
out, and many were awakened to an anx- 
jous concern for the welfare of their 
souls. ‘The work continues, and a good- 
ly number have been hopetully converted. 

Though a lamentable degree of cold- 
ness and languor prevails in many places 
i@ this Presbyter vs yet it is evident, on 
the whole, that sound morality. and vital 
godliness, are inaking very considerable 


progress. 



















Those moral and benevolent societies, 
which are the offspring of Christianity, 
are constantiy increasing, and the vices 
of profane swearing, sabbath-breaking, 
ogg jate Mperauc e. are becoming less 
frequent. ‘ 

The Synod would next advert to the 
information received from the Pre ssbytery 
of Hudson. While they lament, that in 
several congregations within the bounds 
of this Presbytery, a state of lukewarm- 
ness,and of criminal indifference to eter- 
nal things, prevails—-while they are 
crieved to hear that, in some congrega- 
tions, sabbath-breakine, intempe rance 
and profanity are prevailing vices—the 
Synod desire greatly to rejoice, before 
God, on account of his unmerited good- 
ness to several congregations. With 
them the past year has, indeed, been 
a year of the right hand of the Most 
High. In Goshen, where the Spirit of 
the Lord has been poured ont for two 

ears past, it has for the Jaet two months 
descended like showers that water the 
earth. P; aying societies are crowded, 
and the solemn silence that reigns, 
through a numerous audience, is inter- 
rupted by the sigh of anguish, which 
pursts from the soul that is pierced by 
the sorrows of the Almighty. From S0 
to 90 persons have been hopefully con- 
verted, during the last year: and it is 
helieved thata hundred more areawaken- 
edtoa serious concern for their future 
welfare. 

In Scotchtown, the wark is ro less 
wonderful. It began here sometime in 
July, and spread ‘with great ra, adi j~= 
The largest private houses were soon un- 
able to accommodate the praving socie- 
ties, Fifty-six, in this congregation, have 
already been added to the church, as the 
first fruits of this precious revival, and 
many more are rejoicing in hope. 

This revival has been equally, if not 
more extensive, in some neighboring 
congregations, not under the care of the 
Synod. ‘he aspect of several other con- 
preg gations isat o sent very encour aging 
to the friends of Zion. Prayer meetings 
are more numerously attended: the honse 
of God is more crowded on the Sabbath ; 
and the anxious inquiry is trequently 
heard, Phat shali Ido to be saved ? Ia 
Westtown within six weeks past, fifty or 
more are awakened to serious inquiry ; 
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and nincteen are liopelully converte! — 
Thus our blessed Immaiuel is ri 
forth glorivusly conquering and. to « 
quer. "WI hat the Lord has done. a)« 
still doing, in this region of country, 
ceriainw calculated greatly tO atin 
the heart of every true discaaple of Tis sus 
The Synod rejoice that Hr, who hold. 
hearts in bis hands. is disposing SO many 
persons, of both sexes, to unite tovethy, 
in those varions associations, whic . 
calculated to ameliorate the condition 
man, and to promote the cause of true :». 
ligion,. 

Within the bounds of the Presbyter, 
of New York, no special revival of ye) 
sion has taken place during the last ve; 
The Synod are, however, happy to learn, 
that in most of the congregations, in the 
Presbytery. good attention “has been paid 
to public WoEshIps and to praying Scie. 
ties. In several congregations, a consid. 
erable number has been added to to 
church. A Jaudable attention is pail y 
the instruction ofchildreu and youth. 
likewise to the improve ment of publi 
morals. Butit is with pain the Syne 
learn that, in some congregations. a spir- 
it of lukewarmness and indifference ver 
generally prevails. 

The Synod would next advert 
information received from the Presbete. 
ry of Jersey. In several congregatio): 
in this Presbyfery.the Synod are sorry 
to hear that a spirit of janguor too cene- 
rally prevails ; vet it is pleasing to learn, 
that the fruit of former revivals is mani: 
fested in an increased attention, 1p some 
congregations, to the improvement oi 
public morals, and to the religious 1. 
struction of the rising generation.—— 
‘hough the extensive revivals, in sever 
congregations, which were reported !9 
the Synod, at last stated meeting, lave 
now subsided ; yet it is gratifving 
hear, that their fruits still remain. and 
allord solid proof that the work w: as tle 
Lord’s. Few instances of apostac. vy are 
known to have taken place. The Dal 
is still at werk in this favoured porter 
of his vineyard. In Rahway and 10

Mrs. Randolph had been endowed with 
an uuderstanding of uncommon excel- 
lence : and had cultivated it with more 

care and assiduity than most of our coun- 
trywomnern are accustomed to deo. 

She had been educated in the know!- 
edve and belief of the doctrines of Chris- 
tianity : but had not, until about eight 
years ago, made them a subject of very 
seriuus attention, or particular examina- 
tion. Adispensation of providence threat- 
ening a very severe bereavement was 
mace instrumental in awakening her at- 
tention to the peculiar doctrines of the 
gospel. ‘The result was, that she found 
them suited to her wants; and embraced 
them with a firm faith, which, by the grace 
of God, continued uvshaken to the last. 

During the time that the writer was 
acquainted with the subject of this obitu- 
ary, lie thought that he had rarely if ever 
seen a more consistent Christian. A re- 
markable instance of the firmness of her 
faith, aud its efficacy in supporting the 
mind under the heaviest afflictions was

Thus died Mrs. Judith Randolph— 
who in her life, and in death, showed 
herself to be a constant triend, anda 
sincere christian. 

He who writes this humble memorial, 
knew her well; and bears his testimony 
tu her worth. But what ts the judgment 
of man ? She has gone to her father aud 
Gol; and has received the sentence of 
the Judge ofall. As far as we are allow:
